Then when the critical 
time came it defeated the dam project. It now 
promises to let a Boulder dam bill of some kind 
pass at the next session, but it will do in the 
future just what it has done in the past—op- 
pose any and all effective government develop- 
ment in the interest of the public of the Col- 
orado river or any other valuable natural re- 
source. The game now is to lull the people to 
sleep with assurances that all wilh be well 
when the next congress meets, and in the mean 
time lay plans for the defeat of the Swing- 
Johnson bill. If that bill passes it will be only 
after the most energetic work in its favor. The 
people interested cannot afford to relax their 
efforts at all. They must keep at it—get posi- 
tive declarations in favor of it into both the 
national platforms next year and keep the mat- 
ter before the people and all the candidates in 
such a forcible and effective way that they 
later won’t be able to dodge or evade the 
proper action when the time comes. The need 
of an efficient Boulder dam association is great- 
er now than ever before.

Not very long now until the next United 
States census is to be taken. The year 1930 
should find California ranking high in the cen- 
sus figures. The population of the state should 
be fully 5,000,000. Should this figure be reach- 
ed, this state would rise in population rank. 

California cities should make remarkable 
showing in the 1930 census. Los Angeles, in 
particular, should take high rank among the 
centers of population in the country. To ven- 
ture & prophecy now would be hazardous, as 
there is no definite knowledge of the rate of 
growth of other cities of the same class as Los 
Angeles. Seemingly, however, the metropolis 
of the Southwest should go to a much better 
rating than it had in 1920.
